3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: valve 46 
identified on page 4, line 4, cannot be found in the drawings. 

Appropriate correction is required.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 2, there is no clear antecedent basis for 
"the coupler". 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Weiss. Weiss discloses an electronic valve including an armature 32, a valve 64 and a 
coupler 69 wherein when the armature moves to the right the valve will move to the left. 

8. Claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Magri. Magri discloses an electronic valve including an armature 1 1 , a valve 6 and a 



coupler 30 wherein when the armature moves to the left the valve will move to the right. 
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9. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ray. 
Ray discloses an electronic valve including an electromagnet 26, and a hydraulic 
coupler 93. 

10. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kodama. Kodama discloses an electronic valve including an electromagnet 12, and a 
hydraulic coupler 15. 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Koneda et al. teaches an electronic valve with a hydraulic 
coupler. Allen, Jr., Good and Guttel teach electronic valves with the armatures moving 
in a first direction and the valve moving in a second direction. 

1 2. Claims 4-1 1 are allowed.
